andthe Revolution, which is extremely gratifying to 
a large circle of persons here. Besides, ail academi- 
cal receptions are interesting to a considerable num- 
ber of people connected, in some way or another with 
literature. Father Gratry is, however, no orator. 
He lacks that physical force which the public 
speaker must have in order to master an audience. 
He is short, thin, weak, or delicate, reserved, cold, 
courteous, but not actively polite; his cast of face 
is melancholy, and his eye is veiled, or rather 
turned inwards, as if considering secret trains of 
thought. His voice is weak. He has no gestures. 
His place is in a convent’s small chapel, or, more 
suitable still, in a drawing-room. 
in either of these places, irresistibly persuasive. He 
was slow in attracting public attention. Auguste 
Alphonse Joseph Gratry was born at Lille, in 1805, 
but it was not until 1851 that he became known to the 
public (M. Vitet may presently suggest the causes 
of this long delay), when, upon M. Vacherot’s pub- 
lication of the 3d volume of his “ History of the 
School of Alexandria,” Father Gratry attacked the 
doctrines advanced in it. M. Vacherot replied as 
earnestly as he had been attacked. The polemic 
ended in the government’s dismissing M. Vacherot 
from the post he occupied (he was Director of the 
Normal School). In his reply to Father Gratry’s 
reception-speech, M. Vitet gave this interesting 
sketch of Father Gratry’s intellectual life: “ After 
collegiate success of uncommon brilliancy, you com- 
pleted your studies without giving any evidence of 
an intention to give yourself toGod. Neither your 
parents’ schemes nor your personal inclinations 
turned you in this direction. Your lively imagi- 
nation dreamed only of worldly fame; and all the 
prejudices of pseudo-liberalism had, according to 
your own souvenirs, taken possession of your mind. 
But your youthful triumphs left you a safeguard: 
the love of persevering labor and the thirst for know- 
ledge. Gradually, by yourself, from precocious 
reading and meditation, you began to be uneasy 
—to cease to believe imperturbably truth was born 
in this world in the eighteenth century, and Abbé 
de Condillac, by whom you then swore, was the 
inventor of philosophy. You felt, as it were, lost, 
without knowing whither to look for your path; 
your soul was in suspense; when, one day, some 
words which fell in your presence from a young 
man of your age, whom you supposed to be the 
victim of the same hesitations you felt—pious words 
of a resolute heart—threw you into inexpressible 
astonishment and trouble. Your eyes were in- 
stantly opened ; your soul was touched ; you fell on 
your knees and promised God to devote your life to 
him. While you gave your life to God, you resolved 
to become a philosopher to serve him; and, as half 
measures are not in your nature, when you resolved 
to become a philosopher, you did not mean to teach 
in secret, in some theological seminary, without 
noise and without contradictors. You meant to 
support the doctrines which seemed to you to be 
true in the broad daylight of public discussion, and 
face to face with the audacious systems modern 
science would foist on the world. It became neces- 
sary then to prepare yourself. In the first place, to 
make yourself more familiar with two languages 


with which you were but imperfectly acquainted,

read Aristotle and Plato in the original, and to ini- 
tiate yourself to the patient researches and subtle 
audacities of German genius were a great deal. In 
your sight they were not even the necessary things, 
The sciences disturbed you. You had seen ‘ candid 
people plunge into irreligion under pretext of ma- 
thematies, chemistry, or anatomy.’ Were they mis- 
taken? Was there radical, absolute contradiction 
between the Catholic faith and the spirit of analy- 
sis, between the dogmas and the sciences? You 
did not believe it; you were certain of the con- 
trary ; but did not you lack something to proclaim 
aloud with authority? You scarcely knew the 
elementary principles of arithmetic; you did not 
know one word of the natural and physical sciences, 
Therefore, what attitude could you take? How could 
you pertinently judge whether scientific nen had a 
right to be incredulous or not, unless you yourself 
were a scientificman? Again, how could you become 
a scientific man—not in appearance, not merely su- 
perficially, but a thoroughly scientific man? That 
varnish of science which carries one through an 
examination could not suffice to you. To satisfy 
your scruples you had but to choose between these 
two courses : to give yourself wholly to the sciences 
for a time, to enter the Polytechnic School, the 
nursery of thorough scientific men, to follow all the 
courses, to undergo a complete novitiate there, to 
graduate honorably at it, or to renounce philosophy. 
When this alternative presented itself to you and 
abruptly stopped you amid your plan of studies, 


| you were nearly twenty years old. The question 


consequently seemed settled. How could you, so 
near the limit of the maximum age at which pupils 
are admitted into the Polytechnic School—how could 
you, without the least preparation, follow in a few 
months the two series of studies, the necessary 
preamble of admission to that school, each of 
which commonly requires at least one year to 
master? Was it not madness merely to think of 
such athing? Your parents, your friends besought 
you with prayers to relinquish such an adventure. 
They forgot of what strength religious enthusiasm 
is capable. You were convinced that if God 
wished it he could secure your admission ; nothing 
could shake your resolution. You entered the 
lists ; you were admitted. This was not all. Ad- 
mittance secured, the true prodigy was subsequent 
perseverance. You made more than one dispro- 
portionate effort and painful sacrifice to command 
success. It was necessary to break absolutely with 
letters, with your tastes, with the delights of your 
life. Toplunge into the mathematics, you gallantly 
abandoned, sacrificed all those things—your favorite 
authors, your poets, your orators—that philosophy 
which even then began to delight you—music, too, 
till then your assiduous companion (music, which 
one feels you require upon mere reading of your 
prose, so tinctured is it with rhythm and melody)— 
and that first love of the beautiful in everything, 
that flame of kindling talents, that springtide sum 
whose earlier warmth you began to feel. When 
the time came to cross the threshold of that 
school which you had won the right to enter, whem 
it became necessary for you to say: ‘I am going te 
spend two years there far from everything I love, 
living only on geometrical problems and: figures, 
allowing perhaps the spark I believe I feel withia 
me to expire in this abode of algebra,’ confess 
strength failed you, and you came nigh retreating;

RovtLepGE kT AL. vs. Low ET AL.—TuHE Law or 
Copyrigat—JupGmENtT.—This appeal from the Court | 
of Chancery involved a very important question in 
relation to the law of copyright with reference to | 
an alien publishing for the first time a book in the | 
United Kingdom. The case was argued some time | 
since, when judgment was reserved. Their lord- 
ships now delivered judgment as follows :— 

The Lord Chancellor. In this case a decree was | 
made in the Court of Chancery by Vice-Chancellor 
Kindersley, and affirmed by the Lords Justices, pro- | 
tecting in the usual way the copyright in a work 
called ‘“ Haunted Hearts,’’ and Messrs. Routledge, 
against whom this decree was made, complain of it | 
and appeal from it to your lordships. The work | 
called ‘“ Haunted Hearts’? was composed by Miss 
Maria Susanna Cummins, a domiciled citizen of the 
United States of America, but before publishing the 
work she went by arrangement to Montreal, in Lower 
Canada, for a few days, and while sojourning there 
the book was published in London, on the 23d of 
May, 1864. The book was published by the re- 
spondents, Messrs. Sampson Low & Co., and the 
copyright of the work, if a copyright existed, was 
duly assigned to them, and proper entries as to the 
copyright and the assignment were subsequently 
made at Stationers’ Hall. The precise case, there- 
fore, which your lordships have to consider is 
whether an alien, publishing in London, during the 
time of his or her temporary sojourn in a British 
colony or possession an original work is entitled to 
the protection of the English law as to copyright. 
The appellants maintain the negative and the re- 
spondents the affirmative of this proposition. This 
is a question of importance to the parties to this 
litigation, but even beyond the interest of the par- 
ties to this appeal it is of great general importance 
that there should be no doubt or misapprehension 
as to the law upon the subject. The great object of 
the law of copyright is to stimulate, by means of 
the protection secured to literary labor, the com- 
position and publication to the world of works of 
learning and utility, and the accomplishment of 
this object would be seriously thwarted by any want 
of clearness as to the terms on which or the persons 
to whom this protection is intended to be given.

The statute applicable to this case is the 5th and 








6th of Victoria, cap. 45. It is not an act by way of 
supplement to any former statute; it repeals the 
former statutes as to copyright, and it proceeds 
upon the recital—‘That it is expedient to amend 
the law relating to copyright, and to afford greater 
encouragement to the productiow of literary works 
of lasting benefit to the world.” 

There are three questions arising upon this 
statute, and the answers to them will dispose of 
the controversy in the present case. First, where, 
in order to obtain a title of copyright, must the 
publication of the work take place; secondly, what 
is the area in and throughout which the protection 


| of copyright is given; and, thirdly, who is the per- 


With regard to the 
first question, I cannot doubt that the publication 
must be in the United Kingdom. The words in 
the 3d section are, “every book which shall be 


| published” without saying where, but it would be 


very inconsistent with the usual practice of the 
Imperial Parliament to create a system of copyright 
law for all the colonies and dependencies in the 
empire, many of which have representative institu- 
tions of their own, without any consultation with 
those colonies and dependencies, and without any 
consideration whether a uniform and arbitrary 
system, such as that introduced by this act, would 
be suitable to the varied circumstances, states of 
civilization, and systems of jurisprudence and 
judicature in these different colonies and posses- 
sions. 

But there are, as it seems to me, still clearer in- 
dications in the act of the intention of the legisla- 
ture on this point. By the 8th clause, copies of 
every book are to be delivered to the various public 
libraries in the United Kingdom within one month 
after demand in writing—an enactment which, in 
the case of a publication at the antipodes, could not 
be complied with. By the 10th section penalties 
for not delivering these copies are to be recovered 
before two justices of the country or place where 
the publisher making default shall reside, or by 
action of debt in any court of record in the United 
Kingdom. By the llth section the book of re- 
gistry of copyrights and of assignments is to be 
kept at Stationers’ Hall, in London, and no registry 
is provided for the colonies. By the 14th section a 
motion to expunge or vary any entry in this regis- 
try is to be made in the Court of Queen’s Bench, 
Common Pleas, or Exchequer. These clauses are 
intelligible if the publication is in the United 
Kingdom, but hardly so if it may be in India or 
Australia. Finally, by the 17th section, there is a 
provision against any person importing into any 
part of the United Kingdom, or any other part of 
the British dominions, for sale or hire, any copy- 
right book first composed or written, or printed 
and published in any part of the United Kingdom, 
and reprinted in any country or place out of the 
British dominions—a provision showing clearly, as 
it appears to me, that publication in the United 
Kingdom is indispensable to copyright. 

I have gone into this detail as to the place of 
publication, not so much because any difficulty on 
that score arises in the present case, for the publi- 
cation here was in London, but because I observe 
that Vice-Chancellor Kindersley appears to have 
thought that the whole of the British dominions 
are by the act brought into what he terms a “ring 
fence” for every purpose of copyright, including 
publication.

The 41st of George IIL, cap. 107, extended this 
protection over the whole of the United Kingdom 
and the British dominions in Europe. The 54th 
George III., cap. 156, extended the protection still 
farther over the whole of the British dominions, | 
and the 15th section of the present act repeats in | 
substance the same area for the purposes of pro- | 
tection. I think, further, it is obviously with refer- 
ence to the protection given by the act, and the 
area over which that protection is given, that the 
59th section provides that the act should extend | 
to the United Kingdom and to every part of the’ 
British dominions. | 

I now come to the third question, the most im- | 
portant one for the determination of the present | 
case—viz., to whom as the composer or author of a | 
work is this protection given—to a native-born sub- | 
ject of the crown, to an alien sojourning in the 
United Kingdom, to an alien sojourning in a colony, 
or to an alien resident wholly abroad. In my 
opinion, the protection is given to every author who | 
publishes in the United Kingdom, wheresoever that 
author may be resident, or of whatever State he 
may be the subject. The intention of the act is 
to obtain a benefit for the people of this country 
hy the publication to them of works of learning, 
of utility, or of amusement. This benefit is ob- 
tained in the opinion of the legislature by offering 
a certain amount of protection to the author, thereby 
inducing him to publish his work. This is or may | 
be a benefit to the author, but it is a benefit given | 
not for the sake of the author of the work, but for 
the sake of those to whom the work is communi- 
eated. The aim of the legislature is to increase 
the common stock of the literature of the country, | 
and if that stock can be increased by the publica- | 
tion for the first time here of a new and valuable 
work composed by an alien who never has been in | 
the country. Isee nothing in the wording of the | 
act which prevents, nothing in the policy of the | 
act which should prevent, and everything in the | 
professed object of the act, and in its wide and | 
general provisions, which should entitle such a per- | 
son to the protection of the act in return and com- 
pensation for the addition he has made to the lit- 
erature of the country. 

I am glad to be able to entertain no doubt that a 
construction of the act so consistent with a wise 
and liberal policy is the proper construction to be | 
placed upon it. As opposed to this conclusion we | 
were much pressed with the case of “Jeffreys v. | 
Boosey,” decided by this House. That case was | 
decided not upon the present copyright act, but | 
upon the old copyright act of Queen Anne.

of Anne, it is, I think, impossible not to see that the 
present statute would be incompatible with a policy 
so narrow as that expressed in the statute of Anne. 
Should your lordships concur in this construction 
of the statute now in force, the respondents will be 
clearly entitled to our judgment, and I propose to 
move that the decree of the Court of Chancery 
should be affirmed, and the appeal dismissed with 
costs. 

Lord Westbury concurred with the judgment of 
the Lord Chancellor. 

Lords Cranworth and Chelmsford, while agreeing 
with the noble lords that the appeal should be dis- 
missed with costs, expressed a strong doubt whether 
the suggestion of the noble and learned lord on the 
Woolsack that the acts 5 and 6 of Victoria would 
apply to foreigners residing abroad was correct. 

Lord Colonsay also thought that the appeal should 
be dismissed with costs, but declined to express any 
opinion upon the point whether or not the act ap- 
plied to foreigners resident abroad. 

The appeal was then dismissed with costs. 


Tue copyright of the first edition of Hallam’s 
“Middle Ages’’ having expired by lapse of time, a 
Scotch publishing firm have advertised a new and 
cheap edition. This has drawn out a card from 
John Murray, the London publisher, in order, he 
says, “to warn the public that the only edition 
that can be reprinted by them is the first edition 
of that work, published in 1818, which the author 
himself declared to be full of errors which he took 
great pains to correct in 1848, in a separate volume, 
especially enriched by additions relating to the 
English Constitution. This indispensable supple- 
ment, forming about one-fifth of the whole, is now 
incorporated in the work, but is entirely wanting 
in the obsolete edition of 1818 reprinted by Alex- 
ander Murray. The only perfect copy of Hallam’s 
‘Middle Ages’ is that published by me, containing 
all Mr. Hallam’s notes and corrections.” There 
have been about sixteen editions of this work, 
whose proper title is “ View of the State of Europe 
during the Middle ages.’’ The time it treats of is 
from the middle of the fifth, to the end of the 
fifteenth century. The “ Middle Ages” is included 
in the complete edition of Hallam’s works published 
by Mr. W. J. Widdleton, New York. Mr. Hallam, 
born in 1778, died in 1859, and his son (1811-33),
